McGill Ç. O. T. C. to be Inspected by Gen. Wilson; 

Announced That Battalion Will Have Smoker

LB88NES8 l.'AMI', WOOLWICH, 
February 17.— "As you will sco from 
the above wc uro again In a new 
camp, Lcssncss Camp, on the out- 
skirts of Greater London, ami have 
been for two weeks now. On Febru- 
ary - it was finally decided that some 
of us eon Id proceed on leave, after 
the most amazing series of postpone- 
ments you over heard of. The chaos 
was typical of Lydd Camp, anyhow, 
because In many ways It was the least 
methodical and most casual establish- 
ment wo have yet been in. We Inhabit- 
ed Its desert wastes for almost exact- 
ly five weeks, nrrlving on December 30, 
and moving out on February f>. I dare- 
say I told you some time ago of the 
reputation Lydd has long since mado 
for Itself of abject desolation and pet- 
rifaction, and yet while one can hard- 
ly Imagine a more poverty-stricken 
village than Lydd, whore ono could 
hardly hit on a square meal, our stay 
at Lydd was by no means such a 
hopeless failure from the standpoint 
of a picnic party, as its reported morl- 
bundlty would indicate. 

"First of all, the huts were warmer, 
more air-tight than the stucco porch- 
ed dwellings of tCwshott; then the air 
was excellent and induced an appe- 
tite t lint might In some cases be 
stamped as gluttony; but, last of all, 
quite the most important point was 
that there was work to bo done. The 
raison d'etre of Lydd to a battery is 
(lie firing, and tho preparatory gun- 
drill of the first two or three weeks 
is looked upon by everyone as a bor- 
ing repetition of stuff which has bo- 
come as familiar as A. B. C, so that 
the most Important time there for us 
wns the last few days, when we en- 
deavored to demolish targets or strafe 
given pieces of ground. Right through 
tho Battery did very well, and receiv- 
ed the most unorthodox compliments 
from tho I. G.'s, who were quite pleas- 
ed at the work.

■went to a bookseller to purchase books, lie did not ask for the works 
of this or that author, but took the meaiiiremonts of the shelves of 
Vis library and ordered a sitffieieut number of square feet of boi>ks 
fo fill the spaees. Evidently his knowledge of hooks was limited, 
but he was not to blame. 

It. is to be feared that many u college student knows but little 
about, a fit collection for a library'- Too many think that it will be 
time enough to give this subject attention after they have gone 
forth from the University and have made u fortune for themselves. 
This is a mistaken idea. The weapons u student is to make use of in 
the battle of life are his books. If he despises books, if he bus not a 
great, love for books, undoubtedly he would do a great aet of charity 
to himself and to the world at large by at once giving up his elassi- 
,.-< „*..j;« s and seeking some more congenial occupation. The world 
already has an over-sufficiency of slothful, half-starved quack doc- 
tors and pettifogging lawyers. He who intends to make an honest 
living by his books, should at once begin to make his collection. He 
need not spend a fortune in purchasing volumes. Let him have a 
few, in fact, very few books, but let them be of the first order. As 
he grows older he can purchase others. The best way of making a 
good selection is to take note of any work recommended in class by 
the different professors. By so doing, at the end of his course, the 
student will have a list of the choicest works, on almost every branch 
of learning. 

Every student will also find it much to his advantage to have a 
scrap-book in his possession, wherein to place clippings of terse prose 
and poetry. Above all, let the Btudent take note, when reading, of 
any striking sentence or phrase he comes across. Take, for instance, 
Oliver W. Holmes' "Professor at the Breakfast Table"— it is replete 
with exceptionally clever expressions and paragraphs, and so there 
are hundreds of other books in just the same class. You must re- 
member that books are our best friends, not, as has been said, because 
we can shut them up when we please, but rather because we can 
make them " talk" to us whenever we want. 



ROUTINE. 



Why tto men and women chafe at the routine of daily life? All 
fcdmit that following a schedule in one's work makes for efficiency, 
and in the long run leaves more time for recreation than the hit-or- 
ijniss methods most of us use. 

But when it comes to working in any regular manner, nine out 
of ten of us rebel. 

This is no more true in college than elsewhere. Men of all classes 
prefer to use their own pleasure in arranging their work. 

In college, however, there is more opportunity than in most 
other fields to wander aimlessly through a day. No time clocks hold 
one to study hours. If one goes to class according to schedule fif- 
teen or eighteen hours a week, he is left to his own devices the re- 
mainder of his time. 

Probably the reason for our dread of routine is our unfamiliarity 
with it. The idea of tying ourselves down to a daily schedule repels 
most, of us before we give it a test. 

"If we can learn to think of routine as the best economy, we 
shall not despise it." says Dean Briggs, of Harvard, in his essay on 
"Routine and Ideals.*' "People call it benumbing; and so it is if 
we do not understand it; but if we understand that through it we can 
do more work in less time, and have more time left for the expansion 
of our souls, that through it we cultivate the habit which makes peo- 
ple know we can bo counted on, we shall cease to say hard things of 
it."— Ohio State Lantern.

I got 
hit in the boot with a piece of shrap- 
nel, and another piece caught my 
pocket-knife, but we were not really 
bothered by the Huns artillery.

"Some of our fellows managed to 
get Into Hie Hun trenches, but they 
were ready for us." 

McLennan was military edi- 
tor uf McGill Daily before he enlisted, 
lie had first qualified for a commission 
in Hie Engineers, and was thus well 
fitted !•> become works officer of his 
unit ut the front. He left .Montreal 
in charge <>r the machine gun squad of 
the battalion. 

Lieut. McLennan was born in Lan- 
caster 2,1 yean ago. He was educat- 
ed in England before coming to Mc- 
GUI, and has a brother who is an 
officer in the Imperial army. Lieut. 
McLennan is a member of Alpha Delta 
I 'hi fraternity., 

Lieut. A. M. Robertson, 

Lieut. Andrew Murray Robertson. 
M.C.. Set, '16. who is reported wound' 
od, was prominent in student activi- 
ties before he enlisted originally as a 
gunner in the 21st Battery, Canadian 
Field Artillery, when it was formed in 
the city in the winter of 1914-15. Born 
at Kcewatin, Ont., on duly 18, 1894. 
Lieut. Robertson was educated at the 
Montreal High School before coming 
to McGill to enter upon » course in 
transportation. During hit. college 
career, Lieut, Robertson held several 
important undergraduate offices.
